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HEAD OF VICE SQUAD 
INDORSED BY CHIEF, 


Chief Beavers Wanted J. W. 

Barfield Made a Sergeant 
‘When Office of Rounds- 
men Was Abolished. 


CHAIRMAN MASON LEADS 
FIGHT AGAINST OFFICER 


Charges Dissension Has Ex- 
isted in Department as Re- 
sult of His Administration. 
He Drops to Patrolman. 


The police board exploded a bomb 
last night when Chief Beavers’ recom- 
mendation of J. W. Barfield, head of 


the vice squad, for a sergeancy, was 
turned down by a vote of eight to three, 

Barfield has been considered one of 
the chief’s most valuable lNeutenants 
in the department’s noted vice crusade. 
He was in charge of the plain clothes 
“vice squad,” having served in that 
capacity since the organization of the 
squad. He will now be deposed to the 
rank of patrolman. 

A strong fight was waged upon Bar- 
field. It was led by Chairman Mason, 
who openly spoke against him. Ma- 
son told of numerous complaints that 
had reached his ears of dissension in 
,the department caused by Barfield’s 
administration, and of discord among 
the men who worked under him. 

Three “otes tor Barfield. 

The commissioners who supported 
the chief’s recommendation were Com- 
missioners Smith, Vernoy and Garner. 
The remainder of the board voted to 
depose Barfield. Beavers took but very 
little hand in the campaign against 
his man, except to place him in nom- 
ination and recommend him. 

The fight may result in the repealing 
of a city ordinance requiring the board 
of commissioners of all departments to 
accept and consider only the candidates 
named for office by department heads. 
As it now stands, the board Was not 
permitted to consider a candidate last 
night except men named by the chief. 

“We must comply with the law,” 
Mayor Woodward declared on his feet 
“T cannot say, however, that I am in 
accord with this ordinance putting the 
privilege of nomination entirely in the 
hands of the chief. Until the law is 
repealed, though, we will Nave to abide 
by it.’’* 

At the time Barfield was put in nom- 
ination, the chief also named Rounds- 
men Alfred D. Luck and George Ameri- 
cus Maddox. These men were elected. 
He then named the third man—follow- 
ing Barfield’s rejection—J. A. Hollis, 
president of the Police Relief associa- 
tion, now a patrolman. He was elected. 

The three men will assume the duties 
of sergeant at once. Barfield’s demo- 
tion will also take effect immediately. 
He was at headquarters at the time of 
the vote, but had nothing to say upon 
hearing the news. 

Roundsmen Abolished. 

Some time ago a move was made by 
police authorities to abolish the office 
of roundsmen—field heads who per- 
formed practically the duties of- field 
sergeants—and elect three new ser- 
geants. The idea was adopted by th® 
board, and examinations were held. 

Chief Beavers selected the three 
roundsmen—Luck, Maddox and Barfield 
—for the new offices, because of their 
former positions. There had been ru- 
mor for some time, however, of an 
organized fight upon Barfield. 

On account of civil service regula- 
tions, perhaps the most logical and ef- 
fective manner of deposing a ranking 
officer of Barfield’s position was the 
abolishment of roundsmen and the in- 
auguration of new sergeants. There 
is practically no difference between 
the’ office of sergeant and roundsmen 
—only a slight raise in pay. 

The duties and authority were the 
same. Even the term “sergeant” was 
applied to roundsmen on pal rolls, rec- 
ords and otherwise. Two roundsmen 
were assigned to field bicycle duty and 
the other to the plain clothes squad. 

Barfield Put In Command. 


Barfield has been with the depart- 
ment for years. He was placed in 
charge of one shift of the ‘“‘vice squad” 
only a short time after its organi- 
zation. Later, when the squad was 
reduced, he was put in complete com- 
mand. In police circles, he was con- 
sidered perhaps the most indispénsable 
lieutenant to Beavers in the vice sit- 
uation.

REDUCE ARRESTS, 
URGES WOODWARD 


Police Commissioners Vote 
for Appointment of Inspec-| 
tor to Investigate All Friv-/ 
olous Cases. |

A systematized movement to reduce | 
the alarming number of arrests in At- 
lanta now on foot, with the unan- 
imous approval and co-operation of | 
the board of police commissioners and, 
of Mayor James G. Woodward. 

It is likely that within a short time 
the office of inspector will be estab- 
lished at headquarters, with a view to 
thoroughly investigating not only indi- 
vidual cases of prisoners, but also of 
keeping an expert eye upon the con- 
duct of the policemen of the city. 

This was made strongly apparent last! 
night at the meeting of the board of 
commissioners at police headquarters. 
Philip Weltner, secretary of the state 
prison reform board, who launched the 
idea of reform in arrests, appeared be- 
fore the meeting and delivered a short 
talk on conditions as revealed by a 
personal investigation which he recent- 
ly promoted. 

Statistics Shame Atlanta. 

His talk was occupied for the most 
part by statistics. He declared that 
Atlanta's police court yielded a sum of 
$80,000 yearly from fines imposed upon 
prisoners, while New York, a city pos- 
sessing eleven police courts and five 
million population, levied a toll of less 
than $120,000 annually ' from police 
court fines. 

He also showed numerous, other 
lustrations which ‘indicated that 
lanta ranked considerably ahead of 
many of the nation’s largest cities in 
its percentage of arrests. His talk was 
forceful, direct to the point, and con- 
Vincing. 

“Money can 
tion ef arrests,” 
ous amount can } 
probably more money tor 
Atlanta than in any other 
city. 1 do not doubt that we do. Also, 
we makes. more arrests. That's. the 
answer. The police arrest the man of 
low wages on insignificant charges. He 
is fined. The fine takes the bigger por- 
tion of his wages. Consequently, he 1s 
made a dependent upon charity. 

Before the meeting, a commit- 
tee composed of Commissioners 
Fain, Johnson, Vernoy and Smith had 
investigated conditions. Chairman 
Fain reported that the installation of 
an inspector—or inspectors—at police 
headquarters for the investigation of 
each arrest would aid the city and po- 
lice department, and that better results 
would be obtained. 

Mayor Wants Fewer Arrests, 
Mayor Woodward said: 
“lJ am heartily in favor of reducing 

the number of arrests. The man who 
can keep best order in -his beat with 
the fewest arrests is the best police- 
man. There is no doubt about mat. I 
have seen men who had been drinking 
arrested on the streets just because 
they staggered slightly. 

“Some arrests in Atlanta 
rageous. The number of prisoners 
taken annually can be easily reduced. 
It canbe reduced Dy means other than 
inaugurating the office of inspector. 
There’s the man who can do it (point- 
ing to Chief, Beavers, who sat nearby). 
He can regulate the arrests. He can 
control the situation better than even 
an inspector, or anybody else, so far 
as that matters. It’s up to him. Con- 
ditions in this city put Atlanta at the 
head of criminal statistics. Let the 
board put the duty upon the shoulders 
of this man Beavers. Thats where it 
belongs.”

JURORS IN GEORGIA 
ARE NOT OSLERIZED 


Supreme Court, Reversing 
Prior Decisions, Holds 60- 
Year Age Limit Privilege 
Not Bar. 


Because a man is over 60 years old 
may give him a voluntarily exemption 
from jury service in’ Georgia, but it 
not disqualify him from jury 
service. Such was the decision of the 
supreme court yesterday in the case of 
Ben Staten’ v. State, certified to the 
court from the court of appeals. 

This was a criminal case from Whit- 
field county, in which counsel for the 
defense undertook to peremptorily 
challenge a juror on the ground that 
he was over 60 years old. The’ juror 
was willing to serve and the court held 
that he was not disqualified on account 
of his age. _" 

The case was first taken te the court 
of appeals, and by them certified to the 
supreme court for a final decision. The 
latter holds that, although the stat- 
utes of the state are in conflict on the 
question of the qualification of jurors 
over 60 years old, that it was never 
intended to disqualify a man ,on the 
ground of age. The age limit was 
meant as an exemption which the juror 
could take the benefit of, not as an 
Oslerism or disqualification for age. |; 

If a juror elects’to serve’on a jury 
after he is 60, hé has a right to do so, 
and. may not .be~ peremptorily chal- 
lenged on that aceount., In .rendering 
this decision the’ court overruled a 
number of prior decisions made by it

My amend- 
ment proposes to add the words: ‘Pro- 
vided that congress may regulate the 
carrying of small arms in the terri- 
tories and the District of Columbia, 
and each state may regulate the car- 
rying of small arms within its border.’

A WORLD HERO. 


Millions of people who never heard his 
name and greater millions yet unborn will 
be indebted to Lieutenant Colonel David 
Gaillard for the manner in which he lived 
and the manner in which he died. Colonel 
Gaillard, a South Carolinian by birth, was 
the army engineer whbd superintended the 
excavation of Culebra cut on the Panama 
canal. When it is said that this labor was 
the most gigantic of those labors of Her- 
cules which have characterized the con- 
struction of the waterway, the achievement 
of Colonel Gaillard is seen in its proper pro- 
portion. _He died the other day at a hos 
pital in Baltimore, literally a martyr to the 
progress of civilization. Surgeons say that 
the growth in his head trom which death 
finally resulted was the result of arduous 
overwork on the isthmus, complicated with 
the tropical climate. By tragic happening, 
he died without knowing that his life efforts 
had been crowned with success by the 
blowing up of the Gamboa dike, which 
united the two oceans. 

In the earlier part of the excavation at 
Culebra, Colonel Gaillard’'had to contend 
with obstacles that a man of lesser 
courage would have found insuperable. Un 
expected slides crashed hundreds of tons 
of earth into the cut, obliterating the ac- 
complishment of weeks and burying engines 
and apparatus. Time and again calculations 
wrought out with painstaking effort were 
upset in a twinkling and had to be done all 
over again. 

The change in world trade and the vast 
era of development that will follow the 
opening of the canal will be attributable 
as much to the energy and the’ sacrifice of 
such men as Gaillard as to the enterprise 
and wealth of the American people. It is 
estimated that by his economies in manage 
ment and in his own personal exertions out- 
side of the precise duties assigned him, he 
saved the government $17,000,000. The 
south should cherish the deeds of a man who 
figured instrumentally in so monumental an 
epoch in history. Congress will probably 
show its appreciation in tangible form by 
voting bis widow not only a year’s salary 
of her husband, but also a substantial pen- 
sion. He shares with Goethals the glory of 
the canal.

The World’s M ys leries 
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WHAT BECAME OF A. T. STEWART’S BODY? tee: 


When Alexander T. Stewart died om April 
10, 1876, in New York city, he was reckoned 
one of the richest. merchants in the United 
States, very well known for his many works 
of charity during his lifetime and his lib- 
eral patronage of art. He was seventy-three 
years of age and his wealth was estimated 
to be at least $40,000,000. His real-estate 
alone was assessed at $5,450;000, which did 
not Include property valued at more than 
$600,000, on which the taxes were paid by 
the tenants. 

The aggregate of his sales in: his two 
sreat stores in New York during the last 
three years of his life was upward of two 
hundred million dollars, and he was com- 
monly recognized as the richest and most 
powerful merchant in the country. He died 
without children or blood relatives in this 
country, bequeathing the bulk of his estate 
to his widow, and one million dollars to 
Henry Hilton as executor of his will. In 
the great funeral procession that followed 
his remains to their burial place there ap- 
peared a multitude of the most eminent 
Americans of the day. He was buried in 8t. 
Mark’s churchyard, New York city. 

One morning in November, 1878, or about 
two years and’a half after the body of the 
millionaire had been entombed, the late 
Judge Hilton walked into the office of the 
New York police department and informed 
them that the grave had been rifled. It 
appeared that in the course of the autumn 
there had been some tampering with it, and 
that Judge Hilton had caused the slab which 
rested upon the grave to. be removed to an- 
other place, and then Shrewdly, as he believ- 
ed, had the words cut on the oan. “A: F. 
Stewart Family Vault.” 

The knowledge that this had been done 
was confined to four persons. But 80 well

CROQUETTES. 


“Croquettes are any minced meat simply 
mixed with a thick sauce, then shaped, 
breaded and fried in deep fat,” says the cook. 
Very plain, helpful di- 
rections are found for 
making them in the 
Century cook book: 
“Any kind of cooked 
meat, fish and some 
kinds of vegetables may 
be served as croquettes. 
They may be plain, us- 
ing one kind of meat 
alone, or richer com- 
binations may be made 
by adding mushrooms, 
brains or sweetbreads.” 

The rule for sauce 
given below is always 
the same. The _ cro- 
quettes should be very 
creamy inside and fried 
a golden brown outside: 
thew are served on a 
napkin and usually gar- 
nished with parsley ora 
little cress. 

Sauce for any cro- 
quette mixture: Scald@ one cup of milk, or 
cream, in a double boiler: rub a tablespoon 
of butter to a paste with two tablespoons of 
flour and add it to the hot milk. Cook until 
thick, season and remove ffom the fire. An 
eggs may be added if desired, but may as well 
be omitted. on 

To this amount of sauce add two cups of 
finely chopped or ground meat. Pour on a 
flat dish and set in cooler to harden. In 
about two hours it will be stiff enough to 
mold. 3 

Now take a tablespoon of the mixture 
and roll it to a ball in the palms of the 
hands; have a plentiful supply of sifted bread 
crumbs at hand. Shape the ball into a cylin- 
drical form and roll in the crumbs. Put to 
one side and so continue until all the cro- 
quettes are shaped, then dip one in beaten 
egg and again roll in the crumbs. Every 
part must be entirely coated; if theré ts an 
opening the grease will creep in. | 

If a smooth croquette is wanted cracker 
crumbs aré used in place of bread crumbs. 

Fish and lobster croquettes are usually 
stamped out with a cutter shaped like a chop 
and after they are fried a lobster claw is 
inserted in the pointed end for a garnish. 

I have been asked if it is possible-to make 
croquettes without frying them in deep fat. 
It is, after a fashion./ The bread crumbs 
must be mixed with melted butter and after 
the croquettes are rolled in them, and egged 
and rolled again, they are placed on a wire 
rack in a very hot oven for about fifteen 
minutes or until evenlv browned. 

Olive oil or any frying oil may be used 
in the place of butter. Croquettes baked in 
this way are much easier to digest than 
those fried. However, we have learned that 
articles immersed in deen hot fat have a 
hard coating quickly formed on the outside 
that is impervious to the grease so that the 
interior is not richer than food cooked by 
other means. 

. If the fat used is pure, fried foods are not 
injurious to well persons, providing the fry- 
ing is done quickly and the food well 
drained. 

Brown sauce, tomato, cream, mushroom 
and Bechamel sauces are all used on cro- 
quettes.

, An old time favorite of mine is what | 
call macaroon pudding, which is what most 
people know as cabinet pudding. It makes 
a perfectly delicious dessert -and is quite 
elaborate enough to answer for any meal. 

It is made in the following manner: 

Macaroon Pudding. 

6 eggs, 1 1-2 dozen macaroons, 1 cupful 
sherry wine, 6 tablespoons sugar, 2 table- 
spoons gelatine, 1 cup pecan nuts, 1 small 
bottle of Maraschino cherries. 

Dissolve the gelatine in one cupful of cold 
water and afterward beat until completely 
dissolved. Beat the yolks of the eggs and 
the sugar together, add the wine and boil 
until thick, stirring constantly. Let this 
stand until cool. 

Beat the whites of the eggs to a stiff 
froth and mix by adding alternately whites 
and gelatine. Into this mixture stir gently 
the crumbled macaroons, mixed with the 
nuts and cherries. 

Pour into a mold and when set turn out 
of the mold onto a platter and serve with 
whipped cream, garnishing Lberally with 
the cherries.

Reports From the Annual 
Statement of the Secretary 
of Agriculture. 


New York, December 9.—The cotton 
market was higher today on a moderate : 
demand, which was most generally at- |; 
tributed to covering by recent sellers 
for over the government crop estimate, 


due next Friday. So far as could be 
Judged from the talk about the ring, | 
there was nv particular change of sen- | 
timent as to the showing of the govern- 
ment’s figure, but confidence in a com- | 
aratively small estimate may have, 
een increased to some extent by re- 
ports that the secretary of agricul- 
ture, in his annual statement, had re- 
ferred to the cotton production as 
probably ranking fourth or third in 
sy of size. 

n oné private estimate was pub- 
shed placing the yield at 14,376,000 
bales, including linters, which appeared 
to attract no special! attention, and be- 
yond further reperts of rapid picking 
and ginning, there seemed no frésh 
development bearing upon the probable 
extent of supplies. Closing prices were 
2 or 3 points off from the best under 
realizing, but the fina] tone of the 
market was steady at a net advance of 
from 4 to 10 points. 

Liverpool was just about as due, and 
the loca] market opened steady at an 
advance of 1 point to a decline of 1 
point. There was very little cotton for 
sale around the initial figures, and a 
mO@derate demand from scattering 
sources soon worked prices  hnigher, 
while coverin became a little more 
active as the Remar tone developed. 

There was-enough realizing to check 
the advance and cause a slight reces- 
sion from time to time, but the general 
tendency of prices was upward until 
the mere active months sold 11 to 14 

nts above the closing figures of 
~ night, with December leading the 
advance in the absence of ready sellers, 
and on rumors that part of the cotton 
being received here from Texas was of 
too ld@w grade to pass contract re- 
quirements. 

Somewhat more favorable reports 
from the Boston yarn market may have 
helped the advance. 


New Orleans Cotton. 


New Orleans, December 8%.—-The cotton 
market was quiet today, but the tone was 
very steady. There was no pressure to sell 
except at the opening, and then only in- 
significant decline was brought about, and 
it was quickly recovered. The main sus- 
taining influence seemed to be the growing 
belief in smal! figures in the government’s 
estimate of the crop due Friday afternoon. 
At the opening the tone was quiet and 
prices were 2 to 3 points down. First prices 
were the lowest of the day, as buying self 
in immediately after the call and buyers 
were met by only scanty offerings. The 
weather map was favorable, as no rain at 
all was reported over the cotton region, and 
the outlook was for continued fatr weather, 
but this did not stimulate offerings. The 
advance was gradually added to unttfl in 
the afternoon sessicn the trading months 
were % to 10 points over yesterday's last 
quotations. The close was steady at a net 
gain of 7 to 8 points. 

Bullish forecasts of the government's 
erop estimate ranged from 18,500,000 to 13,- 
800000 bales. More conservative forecasts

New York, December 9.-—The action 
of the stock market today hinged 
largely on a few issues in which par- 
ticular weakness developed.

Mrs. Joshua Crawford Bares 
Story of Her Life on Stand 
at Auditor’s Hearing on 
Tuesday.

today. The climax to the contest on 
the part of the forty-ejght heirs-at- |, 
law of the late well-known Atlantan. 
to wrest from Mrs. Crawford her por- 
tion of the $250,000 estate, came yes- 
terday, when Mrs. Crawford, dressed | 
in deepest mourning, took the stand 
before Auditor Anderson and revealed 
the complete story of her life, and 
told of her acquaintanceship and later 
marriage to Crawford. 

Mrs. Crawford denied vehemently 
that she had even the remotest con- 
nection with the death of her aged 
spouse. During the recital of her sim- 
ple story, several times Mrs. Crawford 
broke down and the court awaited her 
composure. 

The little room on the top floor of 
the old city hall, where Mrs. Crawford 
told her story, was packed with liti- 
fants in the interesting action pend- 
ing against her. 

Tells of Early Life. 

Mrs. Crawford began her narrative 
with a sketch of her early life. She 
declared she had married a man named 
Bishop when she was but 15 years of 
age. She bore him three children, she 
said, all of whom are living. In three 
years Bishop deserted her, she averred, 
and then she secured a divorce. 

Mrs. Crawford said she left the farm 
where she had been living, near Farm- 
ington, Pa., and journeyed to Pitts- 
burg. While there she married a man 
by the name of McKennon. She lived 
with McKennon, she declared, for six 
years, when he deserted her. McKen- 
non later got a divorce decree on a 
desertion charge, she declared, and 
soon after that she was 
go to St. Augustine, Fla, 
boarding house. 

While condtcting the establishment, 
Mrs. Crawford said that she had as a 
boarder Frederick Lumm, the barber, 
who the heirs-at-law in the present 
litigation charge as being an acces- 
sory after the fact in the murder of 
Crawford. Lumm, declared Mrs. Craw- 
ford, had absolutely nothing to do 
with Crawford's death, nor had she. 

Crawford Enters Case. 

During the first year she conduct- 
ed her boarding house Crawford came 
to St. Augustine for his health, so Mrs. 
Crawford said. He was accompanied 
by a niece. Mrs. Crawford said that 
she did not know anything about 
Crawford but that did her best to 
please him. The old man, she said, 
seemed to appreciate what was being 
done for him and took occasion several 
times to express his appreciation of 
her small kindnesses. 

“One day,’ said Mrs. Crawford, “the 
old man mentioneti that he would like 
to have a capable woman for his wife. 
I did not take it to mean that he was 
courting me. He was always telling 
me of his minor affairs and confided 
that he had a great many relatives 
who were bothering him all the time 
about his will. 

“Well, the wpshot of. it was that 
one day he asked me to be his wife. 
fe gave me just four days in which 
to decide. He then left for Atlanta. 
Just before he left-he said ‘Mary, I’m 
getting old, as you can see, and I need 
you to take care of me.” He was so 
helpless that he touched my heart. He 
told me I was the only woman that 
he had asked to marry him in the last 
fifteen vears.”’ 

Black Looks of Family. 

Mrs. Crawford said sh@ later came 
to Atianta and that she whet the black 
looks of the Crawford family and did 
not flinch. She said that in the morn- 
ing she arrived here there was no 
breakfast in thé house and that she 
herself went into the kitCnen and pre- 
pared the meal 

Crawford, she sald, 
anonymous letter he 
he laughed at it. 

‘Then I tola Mr. Crawford.,”’ 
Crawford continued, “that if he 
that way about it I would marry 

“The wedding took place,” said 
Crawford, ‘on March 21, 1909, 
March 29 Mr. Crawford died.” At this 
point Mrs. Crawford sobbed audibly. 
When she had regained her composure 
she remarked. “And during our short 
married life, Josh was cold sober all 
of the time.” 

“Just a few hours before he died,’ 
Mrs. Crawford continued, “Mr. Craw- 
ford called me to him and said ‘mary, 
don’t you worry, I’m all right.’” 

Mrs. Crawford then made a complete 
denial of the charges against her as 
to murdering mr. Crawford and at- 
tempting to smother Mrs xkose Scott, 
one of the contending heirs-at-law, 
who lived at the Crawford house. 

Mrs. Crawford Exhausted. 

Mrs. Crawford left the stand visibly 
exhausted. Her attorneys then con- 
ferred and asked that the hearing be 
checked until tuday when with a few 
minor witnesses, it will then be 
briefed. The case will then be argued 
on the law points before the superior 
court. It is hinted by both sides that 
should either lose the case will be 
taken directly to the supreme court 
of the state. 

There has as yet been no criminal 
action taken against Mrs. Crawford by 
the solicitor general pro tem, John Y. 
Smith. He has stated that he hopes to 
present evidence looking towards Mrs 
Crawford's indictment to the grand 
jury not later than one week from the 
coming Friday.
